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Dallas County officials voted Tuesday to allow OLIVER STONE access to the 
Texas School Book Depository to film " JFK, " his film on the assassination of 
President John F. Kennedy. KEVIN COSTNER plays JAMES GARRISON, the former New 
Orleans prosecutor who maintained that the shooting was a conspiracy between the 
Central Intelligence Agency and the Federal Bureau of Investigation. 

County commissioners agreed to permit use of the depository's seventh floor, 
which is vacant. But Mr. Stone and his co-producer, CLAYTON TOWNSEND, said 
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they would press for filming next month from the sixth floor, from where the 
authorities said Lee Harvey Oswald shot the President. That area is now a 
historic site, displaying photographs and memorabilia that attract tourists. 
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
